Rinse the brush, and , turning i( 
till a fine point is obtained , work the 
paint carefully tow ard the ed ges of the 
spit, taking care that it d oes not touch 
the film, but comes close to it.

paint d ry, and if the first application 
has not m ad e the spot of an equal d ensity 
w ith the surround ing film repeat the 
process.

ly firep roof structure. 
W h atever its m erits in th is resp ect 
may h ave been , th ere was n o question 
w h atever th at th e m ixture of ash es 
fo rm ed a most efficien t barrier again st 
th e access of air to th e tim bers, an d 
an y m oisture th at was in h eren tly in 
th em or afterw ard foun d its way to 
th em th rough th e tilin g above h ad little 
op p ortun ity of bein g carried away by 
an y ven tilatin g air curren ts. Th e beams 
sim p ly h ad to rot, an d th at com p ara­ 
tively quickly. 
In th o subsequen t work 
o f recon struction o f th e floors, h owever, 
good care was taken th at th ey sh ould 
n ot again suffer in th e same way. 
M ill arch itects gen erally ap p reciate 
th e p reservin g in fluen ce of free air c ir­ 
culation so th orough ly th at th ey care­ 
fully guard again st even th e p ain tin g of 
an y floor beams wh ich are op en to th e 
susp icion of im p erfect season in g. Wh ere 
an y m oisture is still p resen t in th e wood 
a coat of p ain t or tar or an yth in g else 
im p ervious to air, ordin arily looked 
up on as a p rotective agen t, sim p ly p re­ 
ven ts th is m oisture from escap in g, an d 
th us, in stead of guardin g again st rap id 
decay, really p romotes it to a very m a­ 
terial degree.

I h ad been visitin g an islan d about 
ten miles from our camp an d was in a 
h eavy sailboat—too Ijeuvy to m an ip u­ 
late by oars readily.

win d died com p letely away, an d I n o­ 
ticed all about us a n um ber of stran ge 
black clouds. 
W atch in g th em closely an d com m en t­ 
in g up on th em to my man , 1 sudden ly 
saw th e omin ous drop p in g of a p oin ted 
in dex fin ger n ot a sixteen th of a m ile 
away. As I m en tion ed it my comp an ion 
p oin ted beh in d me to an oth er, an d in 
less th an five m in utes five of th ese dread 
objects drop p ed from th e clouds about 
us. 
Th ere was n ot a breath of air, an d 
th ere was an omin ous silen ce. Even th e 
ever p resen t gulls seemed to h ave de­ 
serted th e p lace. 
Wo g o t out th e oars

to aw ait develop men ts. 
Th e cloud tip s slowly drop p ed, an d
